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BUILT- INS  USEFUL 
IN  THE  DINING  ROOM 


Sometimes  a  "dining-alcove"  or  "breakfast  nook"  takes  the  place 


of  a  full-sized  dining-room,  as  part  of  the  living  room  or  part  of  the  kitchen, 
or  located  "between  them.     It  is  possible  to  furnish  an  alcove  of  this  kind 
entirely  with  built-in  fittings.     All  that  is  needed  is  a  table  surface  and 
two  long  benches  to  sit  on.     The  walls  of  the  alcove  iisually  form  the  backs  of 
the  benches  and  under  them  often  are  storage  compartments.     The  table  may  rest 
on  a  saw-buck  type  of  base  and  be  made  to  tilt;  it  may  be  very  simply  constructed 
with  four  straight  legs,  or  it  may  be  hinged  to  the  wall  at  one  end  and  have 
folding  legs  at  the  other.

One  of  the  greatest  conveniences  in  a  medium-sized  house  is  a 
pass  closet  or  cabinet  in  the  wall  "between  the  dining  room  and  the  kitchen. 
On  the  dining-room  side  this  may  appear  as  an  ordinary  closet  door  which,  when 
opened,  shows  the  dish  shelves  extending  through  to  the  kitchen.     In  one  old 
home  a  closet  was  used  in  this  way.     The  door  was  sawed  in  half  and  the  shelves 
below  serving  level  made  fine  storage  places  for  "bulky  equipment  such  as  the 
toaster,  waffle  iron,  and  coffeepot. 

Sometimes  much  of  the  family  sewing  is  done  in  a  corner  of  the 
dining  room.     It  is  ideal  to  give  an  entire  closet  to  the  storage  of  sewing 
equipment,  machine,  pressing  "board,  shelves  for  -piece  boxes,  rod  for  hangers, 
and  places  for  other  accessories.    When  this  is  not  possible  ingenuity  often 
suggests  ways  of  keeping  these  articles  orderly  by  means  of  a  built-in  cabinet 
or  shelves.     Anyone  who  has  been  on  shipboard  will  remember  the  ingenious  use- 
made  of  every  inch  of  space. 
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
